NEW YORK, May 25.— 


(AP)—Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll, natorious World 


War draft dodger who faces a} 


5-year sentence as a ‘‘slacker,’’ 
was turned over to military 
authorities late today on his re- 
turn to this country after an 


exile of two deeddes in Ger- 
many, 

He was taken immediately 
from the North German Lloyd 
liner Bremen to Governor’s Is- 
land and placed incommunicado 
in the disciplinary barracks at 
Fort Jay as an escaped prisoner. 

The coast guard cutter Hudson 
remuved him from the ship at 
Quarantine for the short run up 
the bay to the army’s lockup. 

Perkins Gives Order. 

Earlier, Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins, overseer of the immigration 
service, instructed officers to give 
the army custody of.the draft 
evader who was captured after the 
war, in 1920, and subsequentl;, es- 
caped by duping army guards into 
believing he had a pot of gold 
cached in the Maryland hills, 

Bergdoll touched foot “ort” fis: 
homeland for the first time in 19 
years as @fforts were under way 
to bar his entry as one who had 
forfeited his citizenship and to 
forestall his reinstatement by con- 
gressional, act. 

Snails as “Nash.” 

Bergdoll sailed under the name 
of “Bennett Nash,” and his fellow 
passengers apparently had no no- 
tion of his real identity. 

Facially, he appeared unchanged 
by the years, but he was stout and 
there was a small bald spot at the 
back of his head. 

In a one-minute interview ter- 
minated by an army officer, Perg- 
doll said he had “several reasons” 
for his flight, but these he did not 
specify. | 
Claims Homesickness. 

Asked why he had at last re- | 
turned, he replied: 


“Because of homesickness. My 
wife wants to live here. I want to. 
bring up my children in Amer- 
ica.’ 

“Are you still a conscientious 
objector (to military service)?” 

“That,” he replied, “depends on 
circumstances 

Bergdoll’s wife, Berta, his son, 
Erwin, 5, and his sister, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Hall, were waiting at the 
pier with his lawyer, Harry Wein- | 
berger. When told of his arrest | ; 
they left hurriedly in an attempt 
to see him at Governor’s Island. |

McGuire Cites Boost in 
Administrative Branch 
Power -Is Peril; Arnall 
Assails Penal System. 


Forceful warnings against two 
distinct, grave perils to national 


life—one dealing with politics and 
the other with a sociological prob- 


lem—were sounded here yester- 
day at the opening session of the 
Georgia Bar Association: 


The lawyers were told by Colo- 
nel O. R. McGuire, of Washington, 
that “total destruction of our gov- 
ernment” may be threatened by 
the “decided drift toward accu- 
mulation of power in the admin- 
istrative branch.” 

Penal System Attacked. 

Later, they heard Ellis Arnall, 
attorney general of Georgia, lash 
out at the state’s penal system, 
which turns loose convicts on 
completion of their terms ‘“with- 
out clothes or a penny in their 
pockets.” — 

“How these men are expected 
to secure their first meal except 
by holding up someone is beyond 
my comprehension,” Arnall said. 

Advocating-a return to the old 
custom among penal institutions 
of giving discharged convicts $5 
cash and a suit of clothes, instead 
of a “kick in the pants,” Arnall 
continued: 

Says Deal Inhuman. 

“It is almost Unbelievable 
today Georgia is so poor that we 
are turning men who have com- 
pleted long terms out of prison 
without a penny and without even 
a suit of clothes to cover them. 

“It is ironical to think that so- 
ciety hands a man such an inhu- 
man deal after he has served, in 
man; cases, as long as 20 years 
in a process of punishment which 
is supposed to rehabilitate and 
restitute. 

“Yet our prison authorities are 
not to blame, for they have no 
funds for such purposes. 

“Unfortunately, the trouble with 
so many of our laws is that they 
are too weak for the strong and 
too strong for the weak.” 

McGuire Speaks. 

Colonel McGuire, counsel for the 
general accounting office of the 
government, was a speaker at an 
institute on administrative law. 

He said that lawyers brought 
the nation into existence and have 
protected and defended it on every 
hand. 

“But today, gentlemen,” he con- 
tinued, “our councils are divided, 
with evidence before our eyes of 
the evils of administrative abso- 
lutism in many lands, with a very 
decided drift in our country since 
the War Between the States, ac- 
celerated with the passing of the 
years, towards an administrative 
branch of government—not elect- 
ed by the people as in the state of

SALVAGING WORK 
SUDDENLY HALTED

Operations Wait Decision 
on Further Procedure;

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., May 5. 
(P)—Salvage operations on the 
sunken submarine Squalus were 
suspended suddenly tonight pend- 
ing a definite decision upon fur- 
ther salvage procedure, 

Admiral C. W. Cole, comman- 
dant of the Portsmouth navy yard 
and director of rescue and salvage 
operations, came ashore tonight 
and .immediately went into con- 
ference with his technical staff 
to formulate a_ definite a 
program. 

Hope For 26 Abandoned 

Even before the admiral landed 
to announce a temporary cessa- 
tion of operations, the last faint

ITALIAN SOLDIERS 
WILL LEAVE SPAIN 


Last of 40,000. Will: Sail 
for Home to Receive 
Conquerors’ Welcome. 


.ROME, May 25.—(?)—The gov- 
ernment announced today that 
19,400 Italian soldiers, the last of 
more than 40,000 admitted offi- 
cially to have been sent to Spain 
during the civil war, were to be 
brought home. 

The last contingent will’ receive 
a conquerors’ welcome in Naples 
and Rome. 

Officials listed « 3,132. Italians 
killed in Spain.. Altogether, Ital- 
ian casualties totalled 13,987. Fas- 
cists say. 2,000 of: the wounded 
were disabled permanently. There 


were 366 prisoners who presuma- 
bly were liberated. 

Usually reliable sources estimat- 
ed Italy spent 10,000,000,000 lire 
(about $526,000,000) ‘aiding Fran- 
co and said they expected Italy 
to try to get it back in raw ma-

Collins Confident Unpaid 
Salaries Will Be Met 
by State. 


Expressing confidence the legis- 
lature would keep a promise to 
pay in full, State Superintendent 
M. D. Collins yesterday advised 
Georgia school teachers not to 
discount past due, unpaid state 
salaries. 

“I would not ‘advise teachers to 
accept any discount,” he said, “for 
the reason that the ‘grandfather 
clause’ applicable to past due and 
unpaid appropriations at the end 
of the fiscal year does not apply 
to the past due and unpaid obli- 
gations to, the teachers oi Georgia 
as it does to the other depart- 
ments receiving funds from the 
general appropriations act.” 

Any appropriations against the 
state would be paid later under 
provisions of the “grandfather 
clause.” 

Collins said he believed “an ex- 
traordinary session of the general 
assembly is now near at hand” ahd 
legislators would fulfill a promise 
made at the regular session to pay 
teachers in full.

WARD FOR INSANE 


Commissioners Promise 
Co-operation on New 
Psychopathic Unit as 
Grady Hospital Adjunct 


Co-operation of Fulton county in 
erecting a new psychopathic ward 
as an adjunct-of ‘Grady hospital 
was pledged to T, K. Glenn, chair- 
man of the hospital’s board of 
trustees, yesterday hy Dr. Charles 
Ross Adams, representing the 
county commissioners. 

A resolution adopted by the 
commissioners, pointing out that 
300 persons from Fulton county 
are adjudged insane annually and 
that 32 insane persons are now 
housed in Fulton Tower, was dis- 
patched to Glenn and city. offi- 
cials. 

Dr. Adams, who proposed the 
new ward, estimated that a build- 
ing adequate to care for Fulton’s 
insane could be constructed for 
approximately $150,000, which, 
with WPA co-operation, could be 
built at a cost of only $20,000 or 
$30,000 each for the city and 
county. 

“We Would have to get the law 
changed to allow us to send insane 
persons to the ward instead of the 
jail, but we know a number of 
them could ‘be restored to sound 
mind if they received proper 
treatment early,” the commis- 
sioner said. 

He asserted mentally unbal- 
anced persons would be held in 
the ward only until they were 
committed and becanie the re- 
sponsibilities of the state.

Just before sunset, the huge 
diving bell in which 33 men were 
rescued so dramatically yesterday 
was plunged once more through 
the 240-feet of ocean water to 
the after deck of the Squalus, 
carrying other divers to assist 
those already at work. Soon 
thereafter, the nine ships in the 
salvage fleet unlimbered their 
searchlights to illuminate the pic- 
turesque post-rescue scene. 

Thus ended a day in which grim 
and vivid, but heroic stories were 
told of the harrowing hours 
passed by the 33 survivors be- 
tween the time the Squalus sank 
at 7:30 a. m. Atlanta time on Tues- 
day until their rescue yesterday. 

Met Merciful Death. 

Lieutenant O. F. Naquin, com- 
mander of the ill-fated submarine, 
revealed grimly this afternoon that 


the 26 men trapped in the after 
compartments had met a merci- 
fully swift death under the tons 
of icy water that poured into the 
craft, apparently through an open 
induction valve. 

“The lives of the men in the aft- 
er compartment, in my opinion, 
were snuffed out immediately by 
the quantity of incoming water,” 
Naquin said. “Of those that were 
left alive every man performed 
100 per cent. There never was 
panic.” 

Believe Valve Caused Mishap. 

While high naval officers still 
expressed the belief tonight that 
an open air induction valve caused 
the accident, they said they would 
not be certain until the ship was 
in dry-dock.. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, Machinist’s Mate Alfred G. 
Prien said warning lights indicat- 
ed the valve was closed when the 
submarine dived. ‘The consensus 
among naval. and other observers 
here seemed to be that a me- 
chanical breakdown was at’ fault, 
inasmuch as a valve certainly was 
open despite the evidence of the 
light signals. 

“Lights flashed on to indicate 
the main induction valve was 
closed,” Prien said. “I could not 
understand what happened.” 

Even as he told his story at the 
Portsmouth Naval hospital, where 
all survivors were taken for ob- 
servation, divers were probing the 
inlets of the submarine on _ its 
muddy resting place off the Isles 
of Shoals.

Facilities: Providing for. Recreation 
Play Vital Part in Juvenile Court 


Personnel Seeks to Rehabilitate’ Youthful Offenders by 
Directing Their Efforts Along Desirable Lines With 


’ 


(This is the third in the series 
of ‘four articles on child delin- 
quency and the operations of the 
Fulton juvenile court.) ~~

A staff of 18 well-trained per- 
sons keeps the Juvenile Court 
building, on Central avenue, in 
running order. It’s a hotel within 

The courtroom where Judge 
Garland Watkins presides every 
morning is oak paneled, spotlessly 
clean and creates an air of peace- 
ful quietude. The court sessions 
are not open to the public. This 
room, together with record and 
waiting rooms, and Judge Wat- 
kins’ private office, as well as 
those of the probation officers, 
occupy the first ‘floor of the build- 


ing. 
Homelike Quarters. 

Bedrooms, recreation rooms and 
a clinic occupy the second floor. 
One wing, consisting of four sin- 
gle rooms and two rooms with 
double-decker beds are quarters 
for white girls. Similar accom- 
modations on the same floor are 
for the boys. Negro children are 
provided with similar quarters in 
the busement. The basement also 
houses eating quarters, and in the 
kitchen a large dark-skinned 
“cookie” makes meal time a happy 
time. 

No stone has been left unturn- 
ed to make life as happy as pos- 
Sible for the children who are re- 
strained in court pending their 
appearance before Judge Watkins. 
Books, games and radios provide 
entertainment during their stay 
there. 

Each Day Outlined. 


Each day’s schedule is marked 
by a definite outline for the bet- 
terment of the children. First, 
there is a -visit from the doctor 
fo. a physical check-up, which is 
done not only for the benefit of 
the child’s health, but also as in- 
formation for official records. Ex- 
aminations are made in the court 
clinic, equipped with the latest 
medical devices. The children’s 
education is continued, too, for a 
trained teacher conducts classes 
every day for the children. 

The violent cases, which are 
for the most part boys, are kept 
in solitary confinement. The other 
children are given a free reign to 
wander at will within their sec- 
ticn. Girls, except in very rare 
cases, when they are locked in 
their rooms, find an outlet for 
restless hands with needlework. 
Many scarfs, table mats and pin 
cushions are evidence of their ar- 
tistic ability. 

Judge Watkins makes it his 
business to “visit” with his “chil- 
dren” during the afternoon. A 
kindly word to this one, inquiry 
into the reading tastes of that one, 
and sometimes suggestions in com- 
pleting a picture puzzle for some 
of the boys makes the judge a 
popular figure. , 

Situations are prone to arise 
during the judge’s visits. The fol- 
lowing is typical: 

A pretty brunet girl, 16 years 
old, and very attractive physical- 
ly, was seated in the girls’ recrea- 
tion room during one .6f the 
judge’s visits. | : 

“Judge,” she asked, “what about

What will become of this girl? 
What will be her standing in her 
community with her present 
record and a seeming continua- 
tion of the same conduct? What 
ean be done to make this girl a 
civic asset rather than a liability? 
Is she being fed the wrong mental 
diet? 

Off-Record Cases. 

Judge Watkins tries many off- 
the-record cases. Several hundred, 
in fact. Parents who have the 
intelligence to know that their 
children are delinquent; know that 
something must be done and done 
before it’s too late. Parents who 
have done their best to guide their 
children into the paths of clean 
and decent living have suddenly 
become aware that something is 
lacking; something has gone wrong 
in their scheme of things and 
their son or daughter is a’ delin- 


quent. 

For the future of their child, for 
his reputation in his community 
and in society, they come to Judge 
Watkins in confidence to solve 
their problems. There-is no record 
of the child in court, there is 
nothing that will embarass him or 
her in life. Lucky are the chil- 
dren who have parents with the 
education, the eommon sense and 
the pride in their children to start 
them off on the right path.

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“Stamp Money”’ 

After a week of operation, the “stamp 
money” experiment of the federal government 
indicates it will have a profound effect on the 
price structure of the nation, one which may, 
or may not, be desirable. 

The trends noted during the first week are 
such it becomes evident that a long-term period 
of trial use of the “stamp money” should be de- 
manded. They reveal a desirable tendency to- 
ward a speeding up and a simplification of the 
distribution system, reducing the spread in 
price between that received by the farmer for 
his produce, and that paid by the consumer 
over the counter of the corner grocery. They 
have brought a reduction in the price of sur- 
plus products to the average consumer as well 
as the relief recipient using the “stamp money.” 
These factors are, of course, desirable. 

On the other hand it is too early to deter- 
mine whether or not these price cuts—instituted 
by grocerymen in competition for relief and 
other trade—are made at a cost that can only 
mean more relief clients and more “stamp 
money.” The average grocery store is con- 
ducted at a margin of profit far below that of 
other businesses. A price reduction can only 


be compensated by an increase in the sale price 


of other goods, by an eventual bankruptcy of 
the store owner or by a reduction in the price 
paid to the farmer and a. corresponding in- 
crease in the disparity of farm sale prices and 
farm purchase prices. These, of course, are 
undesirable factors entirely too possible in the 
execution of the plan. 

There is grave danger the temporary bene- 
fits to be obtained from the operation of the 
plan will blind the people to the long-range 
effects. It does, for one thing, increase the 
control of the federal government over the lives 
of the people unfortunate enough to have re- 
course to use of “stamp money.” On the other 
hand, it affords an apparently efficient means 
of distributing surplus goods, and at the same 
time of bringing prices for surplus goods down 
for all consumers. But it may well be ques- 
tioned whether this does not constitute “going 
around Jack Robinson’s barn” to accomplish 
something that would be advantageously, and 
less dangerously, attained by operation of the 
law of supply and demand. 

So that, despite the glowing reports of the 
successful operation of the plan, it will be well 
to consider it with great restraint. It is frankly 
experimental and it should not be permitted to 
continue, like some other New Deal “experi- 
ments,” on a permanent basis unless it has been 
proved desirable beyond any shadow of doubt. 


‘Those Who Suffer 


Most states and cities, these days, are find- 
ing it difficult, and in many instances impos- 
sible, to meet teacher pay rolls. Neverthe- 
less the teachers are invariably expected to 
“carry on.” Just why teachers, under-paid as 
a rule, are always expected to make.the neces- 
sary sacrifice to save public financial struc- 
ture from collapsing, even to the extent of 
working without remuneration, has never yet 
been satisfactorily explained. 

Perhaps it is felt that, inasmuch as they are 
legally “acting in the place of a parent,” they 
should assume the parental attitude, the moth- 
erly ideal of laboring for the children without 
pay, working for the love of it. Although such 
an idealistic viewpoint is a great deal to de- 
mand of teachers it seems to be the univer- 
sal custom to expect it whenever public funds 
begin to run low. 

In most cases those in the higher bracket 
get paid. They seldom get a cut, along with 
the ordinary run of teachers, as their salaries 
are usually fixed by law. A glaring example 
of this has recently been witnessed in New 
York city. The board of education dismissed 
some 7,000 teachers, closed night schools and 
cut many other expenses. This was due to a 
necessary cut in the school budget. 

When asked to accept a salary reduction 
to help things along, however, the superin- 
tendent of schools, drawing $25,000 per year, 
refused point blank.. Nine assistants at $12,- 
500 each, seven examiners of teachers at $11,000 
each and 30 principals at $10,000 each re- 
sponded in like manner. 

There was never any questioning, however, 
as to the 7,000 ordinazy teachers.

An Important Road 

Traffic between Atlanta and Marietta, aug- 
mented by thousands of vehicles from beyond, 
has for years overwhtlmed the single highway 
over which this tremendous volume of trans- 
portation must pass. In fact, the road has 
safely accomodated only a fractional part of 
the load it has been forced to carry. 

So the announcement by W.: L. Miller, chair- 
man of the State Highway Board, that work on 
the new highway extending from Northside 
drive will soon be resumed comes with a feeling 
of deep appreciation. The road at present fails 
to reach its ultimate destination by some seven 
or eight miles, ending in an unsurfaced, unus- 
able muddy stretch. 

This highway when completed will rank 
with any in the nation. It is comprised of a 
wide double lane strip running in each direc- 
tion, through a stretch of beautiful hilly coun- 
try, made doubly beautiful by the absence, so 
far, of the customary sign boards which have 
done so much to mar the natural beauty of the 
American landscape. 

The new traffic artery will naturally as- 
sume a great part of the burden of the ever- 
increasing volume of traffic between Atlanta 
and Marietta. It should not be overlooked, 
however, even at this early date, that Northside 
drive, once considered a commodious and mod- 
ern traffic lane, now seems a bit outmoded and 
worn in comparison with newer roads: It will 
not long withstand the addition of a heavy 
volume of traffic. 

For this reason it is none too early to look 
ahead, to solve this looming traffic difficulty 
before it gets to be a real problem. As soon as 
the new highway is completed the old Marietta 
road should be rebuilt. 
for the greater part of the business traffic and 
will doubtless be given preference by trucks and 
other heavy vehicles, once it is modernized. . It 
has been impossible in the past to improve this 
road to any full extent because of the tre- 
mendous usage it is put to every day. The 
completion of the new highway will therefore 
serve a double purpose. It will relieve conges- 
tion and open the way for future improvements. 


Victory Parade 

That much-talked-of and several times dis- 
creetly postponed victory parade in Madrid 
was held in the presence of an estimated au- 
dience of 2,000,000 people of Spain. It was 
Strictly a “Franco parade.” In the procession 
marched 140,000 soldiers of Spain. There were 
comparatively few others. 4 

Only 12,000 Italian and some 5,000 German 
troops were left in the country to participate 
in the festivities, quite contrary to the early 
impression that Franco would be dominated 
‘and influenced in his future course by the pres- 
‘ence of foreign legions..Italian soldiers, by the 
thousands, have been quietly sailing for home 
during the past six weeks—ever since the fall 


» Of Madrid. If present plans are carried out, and 


there is no reason to believe otherwise, there 
Should be neither Italian nor Gérman soldier 
on the soil of Spain after the middle of June. 

It now seems perfectly clear that the de- 
parture of Mussolini’s men for home marks the 
end of one of the most anxious and dangerous 
periods in European history—dangerous in that 
it was regarded as a constant threat to the 
peace of the entire world. It was so often pre- 
dicted that Il Duce proposed using Spain in an 
attack against France, which also meant Eng- 
land, it generally came to be accepted as a 
fact. 

Little consideration seemed to be given the 
Spanish point of view, however, in arriving at 
such a conclusion. There was never a logical 
reason for assuming that the people of Spain, 
with a large army in the field, would permit 
the use of their country and their army by 
others, for the purpose of attacking these 
friendly neighbors; neighbors who, after the 
restoration of peace, could be of vastly more 
service to them than nations with no resources 
beyond the means of waging a quick, and prob- 
ably unsuccessful, war. 

Spain today needs Britain and France and 
the peaceful countries with which they are as- 
sociated. They have the wealth and the ma- 
terials so essential to restore Spain to its right- 
ful place, a peaceful place, among the nations 
of the world.

IF WAR CAME TODAY 
(From The Boston Herald.) 


If war came in Europe today which would 
win, the axis powers or the stop-Hitler alliance? 
Leave Russia out of the calculation, also India 
and the British dominions, and proceed on the 
theory that Germany, Italy, Hungary and Spain 
would be arrayed against France, Britain, Po- 
land, Rumania, Turkey, Greece and Egypt, and 
what might be expected to happen? 

In case of a long war, with the allies able to 
swing into play with their world-wide resources, 
the scales would probably tip towards them. In- 
itial speed must mean everything to Germany and 
the axis powers. They must so hamper and delay 
allied operations and quickly inflict on themesuch 
swift, heavy losses as would hamstring their 
physical power and break their morale. 

Nobody knows now just what aircraft could 
do to navy yards, plane factories and naval forces 
in such constricted waters as the British channel 
and various parts of the Mediterranean. Axis 
submarints from Spanish ports could imperil vital 
trade routes. Italy is vulnerable to blockade, hav- 
ing to import food and indispensable war ma- 
terials. Gibraltar might well be in danger and 
the aid of Portugal might be a decisive factor in 
taking Spain out of the war. The fate of Poland 
would be determined by the amount of allied 
pressure elsewhere on Germany and the possi- 
bility of obtaining some sort of aid from Russia. 

No German general “in his senses”, would at- 
tack the French Maginot line directly. Swiss 
mountains and Holland’s inundation system would 
make flanking movements through neutral lands 
very difficult. 
would have good chance of success. One of the 
first allied moves would certainly be against the 
Balearic islands. As to the German air power, 
possibly Germany would go all-out at once 
against London, but that would be a “terrific 
gamble” and so costly that the planes more prob- 
ably would operate against air bases, seaports and 
troop ships in the channel. 

The play of the axis powers may well be, 
all risks considered, to gain time, to accumulate 
raw materials and “to win more vassals by their 
policy of blackmail without fighting.” It is all 
an impressive argument, and it renews American 
‘comfort in our own geographical situations __

the President posed the basic question of our times—‘“‘What is to 
be done about an economic system which is clearly out of kilter 
somewhere?” His phrasing was suave, his delivery unusually good- 
humored. But ithe speech was a fighting speech, as aggressive in 
intention as any he has ever made, : 
This is true for two reasons, both of which seem to have escaped 
general notice. In the first place, by answering the question, “What 
is to be done about the economic system?” the President obviously 


disclosed his choice for the major issue in the 1940 campaign. In. 


the second place, by careful implication, he read out of the Demo- 
cratic party all those who do not stand with him on that issue. ° 

His cure-all for the economic system was spending, as described 
in the January budget message. Already in January he had aban- 
doned his former shamefaced excuse for unbalanced budgets as a 
disagreeable necessity imposed by the many needy and jobless. He 
had offered spending as an end in itself. The significance of this 
doctrine’s incorporation in a general political speech need not be 
underlined. Perhaps it is necessary to point out, however, that, by 
going out of his way to denounce the Republicans for their “na- 
tional debt week,” the President also intended to pin a Republican 
tag on all anti-spending Democrats. Again the watchword to dis- 
senters is, “Go along with me or get out.” ' 


NO MORE STRUGGLES This double-barreled interpretation 


of the President’s speech may seem 
a bit far-fetched, but it is the interpretation almost unanimously 
agreed to by contributing New Deal advisers and economists. For 
that matter, the fact that none of the administration budget-bal- 
ancers was really consulted on the speech is proof enough by itself. 
Previously, each such utterance of the President’s was the signal 
for a life-and-death palace struggle, in which men like Secretary of 
the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. and Chairman Jesse H. Jones, 
of the RFC, sought to keep the President from going all out for 
the extreme New Dealers’ views. Now the struggles in the palace 
seem to be at’ah end. The spenders are triumphant. 


PERPETUAL MOTION ECONOMICS Most economic theory 

is a dreary abraca- 
dabra, but, since the spending theary is now the real motive force 
of the New Deal, it is worth trouble to understand. As has been 
remarked here before, the spending theory is best summed up in 
a little book called “An Economic Program for American Democ- 
racy,” by seven young economists at Harvard and Tufts univer- 
sities. You will find this little book in every New Deal book shelf. 
Many of the most influential New Dealers accept its words as gospel, 
and the President himself is understood to have been vastly im- 
pressed by it. : 

In essence, its thesis is that our capitalist economy is breaking 
down because of underinvestment. The seven young economists say 
that, for various reasons, the investment of private capital in wealth- 
producing projects has been steadily diminishing over a consider- 
able period of time. As investment in .wealth-producing projects 
has diminished. national income, or the production of wealth, has 
also tended to decline. Unemployment and other symptoms of dis- 
organization have appeared to plague us. Soon resulting social un- 
rest will disrupt the evonomy forever. 

Therefore, the.seven young economists propose that the govern- 
ment undertake the investing function, annually borrowing huge 
amounts of capital from the public and setting it to work producing 
wealth. They argue that the resulting increases in the national debt 
would be of no consequence, since increases in the national income 
would make it possible to carry a larger debt. They sum up, rather 
blandly, as follows’ 


“We advocate a long-run program of public investment financed 


through the borrowing of savings which would otherwise go to. 


waste. This investment will increase the real wealth of the coun- 
try, both directly and indirectly, by increasing the demand for the 
products of industry. . . . The result will be a steady increase in 
national income accompanying the increase in the public and private 
debt. If the policies advocated are steadfastly pursued, the national 
income can reasonably be expected to increase at a sustained rate 
of $4,000,000,000 to $5,000,000,000 a year. This increase in the na- 
tional income will be accompanied by a rise in the interest charge

on the public debt of at most $100,000,000 a year.” 
Whether that sounds too much ljike a perpetual motion machine 
will be the issue the voters must decide in 1940, if the President 


has his way.

There seems ‘to be a growing 
tendency by the local police to 
make traffic cases not, primarily, 
with a view to increasing safety 


or speeding traffic, but for the 
principal reason that they bring 
a certain amount of revenue, to 
the city, through the fines paid. 

So many of the minor infrac- 
tions of traffic regulations, each 
bringing a fine of, say, $5, from a 
motorist who pays without criti- 
cism because the amount is com- 
paratively small, defense would be 
a lot of trouble and the magis- 
trates would probably believe the 
police officer before the victim, 
have no possible bearing upon the 
presumed reason for traffic rules, 
safety, speed and convenience. 

There is, for instance, a num- 
ber of “Stop” signs which are al- 
most entirely unnecessary. They 
serve no valuable purpose, being 
located at spots where not one 
driver out of a million is going to 
continue moving without first 
slowing down sufficiently to per- 
mit careful survey of all traffic 
approaches. : 

At these places, if you watch 
the stream of traffic on an ordi- 
nary day, at any hour, you'll not 
see more than one driver out of a 
dozen come to a complete halt. 
All of them slow down, almost 
stop, look both ways, see there is 
no traffic coming—and go on. 

Yet, every now and then, a 
couple of officers will hide just 
beyond this corner and pounce out 
upon every driver and write a 
ticket against him for not stop- 
ping. He has, in all probability, 
slowed to the point where his 
speedometer needle dropped be- 
low the 5mph. point and has driven 
with perfect safety to himself and 
all others. But, being a truthful 
man, he admits that he hasn’t, ab- 
solutely, stopped. So he gets his 
ticket, goes to court, pays his 
fine. And the city is so much the 
richer, which is the only purpose 
served. 

That same motorist may go ,any 
time, to that same corner and 
watch streams of cars roll by 
without stopping, safe until the 
next time the powers that be de- 
cide to boost traffic revenue.

Violations 
that involve real danger. It seems 
a pity that good officers should be 
assigned to mere revenue-raising 
tricks that resemble a child’s 
game of hide and seek. When they 
could be used to so much better 
purpose watching for serious vi- 
olations and, by warnings and by 
tickets, teaching the _ ignorant, 
dumb or impolite drivers how to 
handle their cars. 

‘Atlanta has, in the past, done 
her civic part in saving the trav- 
eling public from revenue speed 
traps in a few small communities 
on the Georgia highways. 

It would be a shame if the city 
itself should now gain unpleasant 
notoriety as a place where cops 
hide behind shrubbery in order to 
mulct the unsuspecting and inno- 
cent motorist of a five-spot for the 
sake of the hungry coffers of the 
city treasury.

GUNNAR MYDRAL Gunnar Mydral has been in Atlanta for 
+ =. two days. I saw him Wednesday night ~ 

for the first time since February a year ago when I satin his home — 

in-a suburb of St Sweden, and heard his ideas about social 


problems in Swederi. -He is a university professor and an interna- “ 


tional authority on sociology, and probably the most brilliant mem- 
ber of the Swedish parliament. This at the age of 40. 
~ Wednesday night he charmed members of the Interracial Cam- 
mission with a talk on the technic of Swedish democracy. The 
aon notes of his talk were two: education and conservative 
orm, - 

“When I was younger,” he said, “and looked forward to attain- 
ing some influence in the affairs of the Social Democratic Party, 
I was impatient with the speed, or rather lack of speed, which the 
party showed in bringing about social reforms. When ] was for- 
tunate enough to become a member of parliament I found that all 
my ideas were changed. I am convinced that our method of 
initiating and bringing about social reform is the better one because 
we work thoroughly and slowly. 

“Education makes for conservatism. When our farmer learns 
to read books, and what is more, learns to read books on social 
affairs crammed with figures and facts, his first reaction is one of 
conservatism. He begins to discount and argue in his own mind. 
The Social Democrats have had to sell social refo to the farmers, 
the middle class, and the workers and they have been able to do 
it only because those people were able to read, and what is more 
important, did read.” | 

Sweden, Finland and Norway all have as their dominant party 
the Social Democrats. The governm however, aside from the 
“esorike of railways, telegraph and tel lines, has not socialized 

usiness. 

Sweden and the other Scandinavian countries have no land tax, 
practically no indirect taxes but do have an income tax which is 
paid by all the ple according to their earning power. Even the 
maids and day laborers in Sweden pay an income tax. There are 
unusually heavy taxes on the liquors and tobaccos, these being a 
government monopoly. 

The tax lists are published every year and the man who is 
number one or two in the tax book is regarded as Sweden’s greatest 
citizen. All this was fascinating to hear. 


POPULATION TRENDS Mydral did not touch upon the field 
in which he and his wife probably 


are pre-eminent in the north countries. Their books on public trends 
have a wide sale in the Scandinavian countries and are translated 
into several foreign languages. 

Mydral, being the leader of the “Swedish New Deal,” found by 
a survey that while Sweden had entirely eliminated slums, Sweden 
still needed housing. The Swedes were crowded. 

Last night Mydral, speaking about the necessary slowness of 
social reforms, said that if he could look forward 25 years and see * 
each family in Sweden with two more rooms he would be satisfied. 
Mydral’s survey revealed this: young couples married; they had 
so much income; it enabled them to have a small modern house or 
apartment. After they had children they would have to move into 
a less: expensive place in order to have more room, therefore, they 
don’t have children. The Scandinavian birth rate began to reach a 
static condition. 3 

Mydral is right. Already America is feeing it. The south is 
the only section in the United States where the birth rate is in- 
creasing. It is estimated that within 40 years the American birth 
rate will level off and remain static for a good many years before 
it begins to move downward. This trend. of course, can be changed 
but as yet nothing has happened to indicate a change. Small mod- 
ern apartments, small modern homes are comfortable but there is 
not much room for children. 

Sweden has met the challenge, or at least is seeking to meet it, 
with social legislation. For. instance, one law provides that in cer- 
tain apartments, which are as good as any others in Sweden, the | 
rent will be 10 per cent less for each child up to five. Hence a 
family with five children would have a 50 per cent reduction in 
rent. The establishment of day nurseries where babies are bathed | 
and fed and where the younger school children are fed and super- 
vised in preparing their lessons is another method of aiding the de- 
clining birth rate. 

Scandinavian countries as usual are going at it in a sensible, 
conservative manner. There are no bonuses for marriages, no pub- 
lic mass weddings as are to be seen in Germany and Italy -where 
the birth rate also is of grave concern. Babies are important. 


GOOD LUCK AND BAD The Scandinavian countries are, of 


course, fortunate in many respects 
and their good fortune more than offsets their bad. They are small 
countries. They have a homogeneous people. They are rich, at 
least three of them are ‘rich. 

England and Germany buy tremendous quantities of timber, 
agricultural products, fish, and Germany, at least, buys as much of 
Sweden’s steel output as she can get. 

Sweden is, in a sense, surrounded by Russia and Germany. Yet 
Sweden has not had a war in several hundred years and Sweden 
has maintained her democratic principles of government, free 
schools, compulsory education since 1832, free ballot, taxation only 
by representation, a press as free as any in the world, and a great 
pioneering spirit. 

Wednesday night someone asked Mydral how Sweden had man- 
aged to accomplish all this. 

“I don’t know,” he said. “The Germans call us ‘dumkopfs’ and 
here in America you have a phrase, ‘a dumb Swede.’ Perhaps- we 
just go along in a dull, slow manner and get things done because 
we don’t know any better.”

The old saying that honor exists among thieves must have been 
based on rare exceptions. If thieves deal honestly with one another, 
it is the fear of death that prompts them—not honor. 

For as a woman is either chaste or-unchaste, and- cannot change 
from one state to the other and back again, so a man is honest or 
he is not honest, and the practice of dishonor corrupts him to the 
marrow. 

The bootleggers who were enriched by prohibition began by 
cheating only the law, but soon they were cheating one another, 
using false labels and counterfeit money, and poisoning unwary 
customers with abominations that shamed mankind. They lost all 
capacity for truth and honesty. 

Smugglers, operating outside the law, develop the habit of de- 
ceit and treachery and rob both customers and employers. 

Soldiers, engaged in the business of murder and arson and theft, 
lose respect for moral law and loot with a clear conscience. They 
can’t respect property rights while. destroying the property of a 
nation. 

In the China of a few years ago, public officials used their author- 
ity to rob the people and thus developed the callous conscience that 
enabled them, without loss of face, to rob the government. Graft 
became so universal that officials made allowance for it. If a sum 
passed through many hands, nobody expected more than a fraction 
of it to reach its legitimate destination. 

A man simply can’t engage in the practice of dishonor and retain 
any capacity for honor. A sheep-killing dog doesn’t pick his sheep. 

When Nazi officials violated all rules of ethics and honor, and. 
cynically disregarded all personal and property rights to build up 
their totalitarian state, it was inevitable that their official conduct 
would shape their private character. 

And noe their Sinaia system is corrupted by graft and bribery, 
and many of the big shots are risking their necks to smuggle money 
abroad (with the connivance of bribed officials) and build up secret 
fortunes in-foreign banks agairist the day of collapse. 

Men don’t feather foreign nests if they expect a secure future at 
home. And it still is true that God is not mocked. Whatsoever a

Pack Trips Planned for Summer 
In Vogel, Pine Mountain Parks 


U. S. Forest Service Has Built Wilderness Trails Through 
Southern Highlands; Guides, Cooks, Horses To Be 
Furnished at Nominal Cost for Rides. 


Georgia mountain folk, not long 
used to tourists in trailers, will 
have to accustom themselves all 


over again fo travelers on horse- 
back. 

So announced the Division of 
State Parks yesterday, explaining 
that pack trips had been planned 
for this summer in Vogel and Pine 
Mountain State Parks. The trips 
vary from one to four days in 
length and have been carefully 
planned to the point of Sunday de- 
votional services around the 
campfire. 

The parks division and _ the 
United States Forest Service have 
built wilderness trails through the 
southern highlands, trails that 
lead to almost inaccessible peaks 
and into deep mountain valleys. 

“Few Georgians,” it was point- 
ed out, “have the experience, 
time, or money to undertake an 
exploration of the southern moun- 
tain wilderness on their own ini- 
tiative. For them to see the scenic 
beauties, or learn much about the 
historic background of the Appa- 
lachians, there must be guides, 
transportation, camping accom- 
modations and native guides.” 

All that will be furnished by the 
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parks division this summer at a 
nominal cost. Only expert cooks, 
guides and rangers have been er 
ployed. Horses used are the best 
and safest that can be secured for 
the purpose. 

In Vogel State Park, each trail 
riding trip starts from Walasiyi 
Inn at Neel Gap. In. Pine Moun- 
tain State Park, the trips will 
start from Pine Mountain Tavern. 

First such trail ride will begin 
at 8 o’clock tomorrow morning at 
Neel Gap, and continue through

Dr. Arthur Raper Lists the 
States Which Have Im- 
proved Facilities. 


By The Associated Press. : 

Dr. Arthur Raper, research di- 
rector, told the commission on in- 
ter-racial co-operation yesterday 
that North Carolina, Missouri, 
South Carolina, ‘Tennessee and 
Kentucky had taken steps to im- 
prove facilities for higher educa- 
tion for negroes. 

He reported action followed a 
United States supreme court de- 
cision last December which held 
a negro student had a right to 
attend a state university if a state 
failed to provide equal opportuni- 
ties for graduate and professional 
work in separate schools. The case 
was appealed from Missouri. 

No Gradual Schools. 

Raper also reported that no 
graduate school or scholarship aid 
for negroes were available in Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Delaware, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Louisiana, Missis- 
ippi and the Carolinas, although 
“in North Carolina and Georgia 
recognized committees have stud- 
ied the situation and have rec- 
ommended scholarship aid.” 

He added that nearly half of the 
graduate negro students in the 
United States “are in southern 
graduate schools, largest of which 
are Howard, Atlanta and Fisk 
Universities, and Meharry Medical 
School at Nashville.

U.S, PROFITS TAX 
APPEARS DOOMED 


Roosevelt Approves Compro- 
mise Plan for Revising 
Revenue Laws, 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(?)— 
The much-denounced undistribut- 
ed profits tax appeared doomed 
today as word was passed that a 
compromise plan for revising the 
revenue laws to encourage busi- 
ness recovery has been approved 
by President Roosevelt, the treas- 
ury and congressional leaders. 

The President made no an- 
nouncement on the subject and 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau merely said that agree- 
ment had been reached on a plan 
that would “definitely” aid recov- 
ery. However, high congressional 
sources said the program called 
for elimination of the tax. 

See Program Approved 

Leaders in the house and senate 
predicted that the entire program, 
calling for several other changes, 
would be approved by congress 
without much delay. There was, 
however, some dissent from that 
statement. Two members of the 
house ways and means committee, 
in which tax legislation originates, 
said emphatically that they ex- 
pected the house to produce its 
own revenue bill, regardless of 
agreements reached’ elsewhere, 
They declined to go into detail. 

In the senate Minority Leader 
McNary, Republican, Oregon, an- 
nounced what the party attitude 
should be; this would be done, he 
said, after a bill has been passed 
by the house, and concrete pro- 
posals can be laid before the 
caucus. 

As the revenue law stands now, 
corporations with a net income of 
less than $25,000 are taxed at a 
rate ranging from 12 1-2 to 16 
per cent, depending on the amount 
of income. Corporations whose in- 
come is more than $25,000 are 
taxed at 16 1-2 per cent if all 
profit is converted into dividends 
to stockholders. If a part of the 
profit is retained, the rate in- 
creases proportionately, reaching a 
maximum of 19 per cent if no 
dividends are declared. This is 
the undistributed profits tax. 

The first. point of the compro- 
mise plan called for the elimina- 
| tion of this tax on December 31, 
| when it is scheduled to die auto- 
| matically unless: renewed.

Tarquinio related to police of- 
ficers that the woman sought to 
kill him while she was drunk. He 
said he grabbed the knife she was 
brandishing, knocked her down 
the basement steps, dragged her 
body into the back yard, and there 
carved the corpse into small 
pieces. 

The case “broke” April 15, day 
after the murder, when a small 
boy crawled into a sewer manhole 
after his baseball and found a 
severed hand. Other pieces of the 
body were found in other sewers, 
and the torso was discovered on 
a dump behind city hospital. 

Tarquinio was watched after he 
had reported Mrs. Rice missing. 
After neighbors identified cloth- 
ing found stuffed in a sewer, Tar- 
quinio was taken into custody.

Newest development in the pro- 
gram is a mill at Clayton in the 
Chattahoochee National forest in 
northeast Georgia.

IN HOLDUP OF BANK 


From $300 to $500 Seized in 
, Clarkesville; $288 Is 


Recovered. 


CLARKESVILLE, Ga., May 25. 
(P)—Chief of Police Knox Segers 
was placed in jail today after 
witnesses said he robbed the 
Habersham bank of an estimated 
$300 to $500, drove to a near-by 
f*"ng station in a city truck and 
offered some of the money to a 
friend. 

Sheriff: Frank C. Wofford re- 
ported he talked with Segers in 
jail, and that he was convinced 
“that something has happened to 
his mind.” 

Bank officials said $288 of the 
missing money was found stuffed 
in a tin can in some vines along 
the highway. They were unable 
to state the exact amount of 
money taken. 

The sheriff declared Carl B. 
Free, assistant cashier and book- 
keeper of the bank, was alone on 
duty when the police officer en- 
tered about noon. 

“There were some customers in 
the lobby, but he paid no atten- 
tion to them and entered the 
cage,” Free said. “He had a pis- 
tol in one hand, and pointed it at 
me and said “get to the back. I 
hesitated a moment, but I was 
frightened by the look on his face, 
so I backed into the vault. Just 
as he closed the vault door he 
snapped the pistol, but the shell 
failed to explode. Later friends 
told me it had been a blank shell.” 

Wofford said Segers did not at- 
tempt to lock the vault door but 
picked up a sack of money and 
carried it to a city truck in which 
he had driven to the bank.

Perfect Weight Is That 


At Which You Feel Best 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Never have I had any serious 
intention of turning into a re- 
former, but somebody’s got to do 
something about those “standard” 
weight charts! They don’t set 
any standards! 

The figures on the charts are 
merely the weight averages of a 
lot of people, many of whom may 
be further from ideal weight than 
you are. That’s how it happens 
that, knowing you are a bit over- 
weight, you look at the charts and 
say, with appropriate surprise, 
“Why, for my height and age I’m 
supposed to weigh .. .” 

Height is only one factor in: 
structure, which is the real crite- 
rion of normal weight. And age 
has very little to do with it. 

But the charts only take 
structure into consideration. They 
just lump the fat, thin and me- 
dium together, and what have 
you? An average—for height it 
is true—but regardless of whether 
the individual has a slight, me- 
dium or large frame. Contrary to 
this lumping trick, framework 
makes such a difference in the 
normal weight allowance that the 
woman of five feet four may 
weigh anywhere from 120 pounds 
to 143 pounds and not exceed her 
normal. 

Some tall people have small 
bones, others large bones; and 
some short people have small 
bones, others large bones. When 
you think it over, you will realize 
that people of the same height but 
very different bony structure 
couldn’t normally weigh the same. 
The. ideal weight of the short per- 
son with the very heavy, large 
frame might be closer to the ideal 
weight of the tall person with the 
slight frame! 


For accuracy, the charts should 
be made up with four sets of av- 
erages: One for the slight frame, 
a second for the medium, a third 
for the large, and still another set 
for the people with the excep- 
tionally heavy frames. Even then 
the charts might fail to specify the 
exact weight which is best for you. 
Perfect weight for you is that at 
which you feel best, have most 
endurance and can do your best 
work. And, more than likely, that 


is also the weight at which you 
look youngest! 

Because most people do take on 
weight as they grow older, the 
standard charts allow you to, but 
your weight should not increase 
after 30. It should remain about 
the same until you are 40, and 
then you should begin to lighten 
the load. 

Back to that reform movement. 
We are offering a chart which 
represents ideal adult weight for 
women, with a variation accord- 
ing to the four types of structure. 
If the weight allowed for your 
slight frame seems too little in 
comparison with what you have, 
you'll probably skip clear over to 
the fourth row, listing maximum 
weight for a very heavy frame of 
your height, and be quite con- 
tented!

IT COULD BE A LAW. 


A. H. Gray, Blakely attorney, writes in connection with the 
dumping of sawdust in north Georgia streams. Says Mr. Gray: 
‘Dear Sir: 

“You mention in your column the harm that is being done 
to fish in streams in north Georgia by sawdust being dumped 
into them, and express the hope that the sawmill operators 
can be persuaded to stop it. 

‘The criminal code of Georgia, Section 26-3701, 
provides: 

“ ‘It shall be unlawful to float sawdust into any of 
the streamgeof this State. Any person or persons or 
corporations violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished as for a misdemeanor. This law shall not 
go into effect in any county until it has been recom- 
mended by two grand juries of the county.’ (Acts of 
19711, p. 185.) = 
“It is, of course, unfortunate that the grand jury recom- 

mendation was tacked onto the law. 

“But even as it stands, the Wild Life Commission 
should not have much trouble in getting grand juries 
in counties where this is going on to put the law into 
effect. 

“And the commission should get the next legisla- 
ture to repeal this much of the law. 

“1 am hopeful that we will get some game protection and 
propagation in Georgia now. We certainly have not had any 
so far, under the political setup which has existed heretofore.”

BRTAN PRESSES. 


Drafts New Proposals; Mos- 
cow Announces $7,727,- 
265,000 Defense Budget. 


By The Associated Press. 
Soviet Russia, sought by Britain 
as a partner in a three-power 
front with France, last night an- 


nounced a gigantic defense budget 
of 40,885,000,000 rubles (nominal- 
ly $7, 727 265 000). 

At the same time the London 
government notified Moscow of its 
readiness to speed negotiations de- 

signed to win her over to the 
British-French bloc. More detail- 


ance pact among the three powers 
will follow in a few days. 

The prediction that full agree- 
ment would be reached soon for 
Russian participation was made by 
the British ambassador in Moscow 
who conferred with the Soviet vice 
commissar of foreign affairs. 

The new Russian defense budg- 
et, representing an increase of 
more than 50 per cent over that 
for 1938, was submitted to the su- 
preme Soviet — parliament — for 


deputies. 

London officials declined to dis- 
close the details of the new pro- 
posals to Russia, but responsible 
sources said they included: 

1, A mutual assistance pact 
which would become operative in 
the event of direct aggression upon 
the European territories of any of 
the three signatories—a Russian- 
Japanese conflict would be out- 
side its scope. 

2. Provision for consultation in 
case of direct aggression against 
territories of any state guaranteed 
by them. 

3. Consultations among the gen- 
eral staffs of the three govern- 
ments to insure efficient collabo- 
ration should they be called into 


action.
